Burglary is the fastest- 
£ rowing crime problem fac¬ 
ing urban America. Every 
year citizen lose millions of 
dollars in valuable goods to 
the burglar a.nd yet a very 
small percentage i s ever re¬ 
covered. 

To help reverse this trend, 
(he Los Angeles County area 
has fielded a number of 
special burglary teams.

Enforcement Assistance Ad¬ 
ministration, administer e d 
through the state’s Office of 
Crimina’ Justice Planning. 

NERBIT includes nine 
hand-picked police specia¬ 
lists from the cities of Bur¬ 
bank, Glendale, Pasadena, 
San Marino, South Pasadena 
and- the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s' Department. In ad¬ 
dition to their own indivi¬ 
dual Jurisdictions, these 
team members will work in 
Altadena, Bradbury, Duarte, 
Rosemead, Sierra Ma.d're and 
Tempi-* City. Tin's makes a 
total of 11 communit i e s 
within the NERBIT area of 
operations. 

The philosophy be hi n d 
NERBIT i s a commitment to 
promoting the free exchange 
of information and resources 


between the participating 
police agencies. By doing so, 
NERBIT will facilitate the 
identification, apprehension 
and subsequent prosecution 
of active burglars by elimin¬ 
ating Jurisdictional “red 
tape.” The team members 
will concentrate their efforts 
on burglary and the related 
crimes of receiving stolen 
property and shoplifting. As 
soon as information is de¬ 
veloped and refined to the 
level of courtroom stan¬ 
dards, the cases will gen¬ 
erally be referred back ti¬ 
the police agency with the 
responsibility for the case. 

In conclusion, NERBIT rep 
resents an innovative ap¬ 
proach to the high rate of 
burglary, and the inherent 
icgionai team concept pro¬ 
mises to be an effective,

now retirement art, an in¬ 
dividual receiving funds 
from a defunct retirement 
program faced the prospect 
of having to pay taxes on 
that income even if he still 
set it aside for retirement. 

Q. — I own shares of the 
Pfizer Company, and it 
seems to mo that it hasn’t 
done as well as other stocks 
since the first of the year. 
Could’ you tell me why? 

A. — It is true that Pfizer’s 
price is up about 25 per cent 
while the market is up about 
50 per- cent. To me, the rea¬ 
son would seem to be more 
the industry th; n the indi¬ 
vidual stock. Pfizer’s earn¬ 
ings will probably be some¬ 
what restricted this year be¬ 
cause of economic condi¬ 
tions, although the long¬ 
term viiw still appears to 
be favorable. There is a 
threat of government hear¬ 
ings and investigations in 
the drug industry, aind that 
could be the reason why the 
public has not bid up its 
price as much as some other 
stocks. 

Q. — I would like to start 
an Investment Club, but I 
do .not have a group of 
friends. Is there any way I 
could join an existing club? 

A. — Joining an existing 
Investment Club is difficult 
unless you have a frioncl 
who is already a member of 
the club and who will boost 
you for membership when 
the club has a. vacancy. It 
really is not difficult to get 
a group together to start 
your own club. I’m enclosing 
a few folders describing 
how an Investment Club 
works. Give one of these to 
three or four people, and if 
they oxnress an interest in a 
club, ask them to each show 
the folder to two or three of 
their friends. You’ll be sur¬ 
prised’ how quick you have 
an interested group. 

Q. — During the sugar 
shortage, the prices of all of 
the soft drink company 
stocks hit the skids. New 
ihcy seem to be recovering. 
Do you think they are good 
buys 

A. — It’s hard’ to foresee 
things like the effect of the 
sugar shortage on soft drink 
companies, !*ut barring some 
other event of a catastroplc 
nature, 1 would expert the 
soft drink companies to he 
above-average investments. 
I’m sending you a copy of 
the July issue of "Better In¬ 
vesting Magazine” which 
carries a story on Seven-Up.

Within 24 Hours 

after a recent election, big labor moved to cash some 
I>olitical IOU's of congressmen and governors whom it 
helped elect. The AFL-CIO chartered a new Public Em¬ 
ployees Department with a monthly budget allotment of 
840,000. 

Top priority: a drive in the new Congress to guar¬ 
antee government workers the same rights to representa¬ 
tion elections and collective bargaining as workers in 
private employment enjoy. 

Eventual target: full-speed organizing drives in the 
public employment field among some 13 million workers 
at the federal, state and local levels. 

The means: strikes against the public, if necessary. 
This mischievous and irresponsible tactic was bluntly 
spelled out by George Meany, testy old AFL-CIO boss. 

“You just quit working for the guy who’s kicking 
you around,” he says. If he happens to be a mayor or 
governor, “it doesn’t make a damned bit of difference.” 
If there happens to In? a law forbidding such strikes, 
as in New York state, that doesn't make a great deal of 
difference either. Labor be served, public be damned. 

Locally, by courtesy of the Gotbaums, the Shankers, 
the Vizzinis, et a!., we’ve had the curtain raisers on the 
havoc caused by government walkouts. 

Remember June 7, 1971, when the bridge-tenders 
sabotaged drawbridges and tied up the city for two days' 

Despite the chaos, unrepenant Barry Feinstein, Team¬ 
ster leader of the strikers, threatened repeat action less 
than a year later unless new contract demands were 
met. 

The 91th Congress must screw up its courage and 
take a firm stand against such reckless labor adven¬ 
turing.

And that goes also for compulsory 
union membership. 

We simply cannot afford these callous, indefensible 
threats to the health, safety and economy of the nation. 
Nor should civil service workers be compelled to pay 
trrbut to unions to hold jobs won on merit.

Now I have a few bucks in a savings bank which 
safety is insured by Uncle Sam and I am getting 5 per 
cent, with no risk whatsooever, unless the entire country 
goes broke. So I conclud*'d that it would be foolish for 
me to invest my money in a risk venture when I am get 
ting more return on an insured basis. So I passed on 

oil niocki*. 

But the point of this story is that all of this television 
and newspaper talk about how much the oil companies 
are making is just so much hot air. All of this false 
publicity just gives the politicians ammunition to pro¬ 
vide themselves with a lot of pap to snow the gullible 
public into the phoney belii f that the oil companies are 
ripping the public off in obscene profits as United States 
Senators Scoop Jackson and Edward Kennedy so often 
spew out as the truth. 

It has been admitted by Senator Hubert Humphrey 
iD) and Richard Strauss, National Chairman of the 
Democratic committee that they both violated the same 
law for which Maurice Stans was convicted in the federal 
court. But neither of these untouchables has been hailed 
before any court anywhere. This makes a silly farce out 
of equal justice before the law. It seems the Democrats 
can have 100 Watergates that escape the attention of 
Dan Wrather, Walter Cronkite, Eric Severied and all 
the rest of the boob tube contingent. Certain politicians 
have immunity from prosecution for crimes. 

Property Taxes: For those who believe they have 
received unconscionable property tax raises this year I 
suggest they all file appeals with the tax appeals boards.

Though George Meany loses no opportunity to insist 
that the point of all this outlay is to advance the general 
interest, not labor's alone, that is scarcely the message 
most Democratic Congress members are likely to derive 
from the caustic comments on their program and per¬ 
formance made by the A.F.L.-C.I.O. chief in the wake 
of the recent Democratic landslide.

The accent Mr. Meany chose to put 
on militant action to bring Governors and Mayors to 
heel with or without a law — raises new doubts that 
the general welfare would benefit from a Federal man¬ 
date to strengthen civil service unions.

Plot Primer for Parents. 


Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful.

While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today thatpot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Ready At Arcadia 

Each year about this time 
homeowners become con- 
cerned about the appearance 
of mosquito larvae in orna¬ 
mental pools and fountains. 
Such places are ideal for 
mosquitos to breed and 
without some kind of con¬ 
trol the insects can become 
very' troublesome. Certain 
chemicals will kill the mos¬ 
quito larvae or wrigglers but 
often have adverse effects on 
other life in the water, both 
plant and animal. 

The safest a.nd one of the 
most effective means of con¬ 
trolling mosquitos is to stock 
iheir breeding places with 
mosquito fish (Gambusia af- 
finisl whose natural prey 
are the masquito wrigglers. 

Homeowners in need cf 
supply is occasionally de- 
mosquito fish may obtain 
them by bringing a con¬ 
tainer, such as a wude-

Anoakia School Opens Primary School Opening 1st & 2nd 


Anoakia School, 758 West 
Anoakia Lane, is a private 
eo-educational school for 
children from nursery school 
through the primary grades. 
Beginning in Septem b e r, 
Anoakia will open the first 
and second grades. 

Anoakia School has been 
located on the former Anita 
Baldwin estate for the past 
22 years. It is located on the 
corner of Foothill and Bald¬ 
win. Its beautifully land 
scaped 1 grounds with the 
majestic trees and exotic 
plants, bird s and animals 
add much to the study of 
nature.

The kindergm- 
ten introduces first grade 
material when the child is 
ready to progress aeademi- 
ctlly. This i s continued in 
the others grades with more 
advanced work given as he 
progresses.

The distribution repr e • 
cents the cities and counties 
share of license fees and 
other revenue deposited iu 
1 lie Motor Vehicle License 
Fee Account during June, 
1975, and the fifth semi-an¬ 
nual allocation of revenues 
deposited in the Off-High¬ 
way License Fee Fund. 

Half of each distribution 
went to the cities and half 
to counties in the proportion 
that the population of each 
city or county bears to the 
population of all the cities 
or counties in the state. Dis¬ 
tribution is based on the 
1970 Federal Census as ad¬ 
justed to reflect new incor¬ 
porations, annexations, spe¬ 
cial censuses and' State De¬
